O UNDERSTAND the cattle in 

Holland we must first look into 

some of the conditions that exist 
there. Of course the Province of 
Friesland is the one in which we are 
most interested, as that is where the 
Holstein-Friesian cattle, or Fries, as 
the Dutch are pleased to call thein, 
originated. 
- Friesland is one of the eleven small 
provinces in the Netherlands, and is 
located in the northern part, borde-- 
ing on the North Sea. The country 
is very level, allowing the gaze to 
travel several miles in each direction.

as it did with me—How does the wa- 
ter ever get into the sea without flow- 
ing up hill? Then it is that the Dutch- 
man swells with pride and points to 
his home product and faithful friend 
—The Old Wooden Wind Mill, and in- 
deed he has not far to search to find 
one; they are in evidence on every 
hand. From one place I counted twen- 
ty-three. This old servant works 
away, constantly pumping the water 
from one level up to a higher one and 
so on over the dike into the sea. 
They are also trained to. grind the 
grain, saw the wood, etc., but I am 


fine that it feels like a cushion under 
the feet. They never have to plow 
their pasture or mowing fields, the 
hay comes on year after year in over 
abundance. This land is worth $500.00 
an acre and can scarcely be bought at 
that. Many times two crops are har- 
vested, one being gathered green, put 
in a pile and covered with clay. It 
makes very good silage. 

Let us next consider the buildings 
or building, as the house and barn are 
always connected, the house generally 
being in front. Brick walls and thatch 
roofs are the common combinations,

halted only by the rows of trees that 
mark the highways or by the little 
villages of which Holland abounds. 

It will also be remembered that 
Holland is below the sea leVel, in 
some places as much as seventy feet, 
so that is is quite necessary to drain 
off the rain that falls almost inces- 
santly. To do this draining the Dutch 
serve a double purpose—carry off the 
water and confine the cattle. The 
ditches are dug from three to five feet 
deep and, with the water that always 
remains in them, form an excellent 
fence. Of course bridges have to be 
provided to drive from one field to 
another and across these gates are 
placed. It is no easy matter to cut 
cross lots as the ditches are so wide 
and the water so deep that the beaten 
path from bridge to bridge is the sur- 
est means of travel.

although tile roofiing is frequently 
used. 

It has been said that if cleanliness 
was akin to godliness, the Dutch 
should have the first row reserved for 
them in Heaven, and indeed it is so. 
When you approach the door of the 
barn, the Dutchman removes his large 
wooden shoes and walks in in his 
stocking feet, while you, awed by this 
action, carefully wipe your feet on a 
mat lying outside the door and follow 
in fear and trembling. When once 
inside you can readily understand this 
preliminary procedure—it is as clean 
as your parlor. When the cows are in 
for the winter, the floor is scrubbed 
on hands and knees once each month 
and swept every day. 

Thus it can readily be seen that 
prevailing conditions point to asteady, 
natural development of the great 
Black and White breed. Feeding is 
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Holland harvesting machinery 


thoroughly understood, the animals 
getting a good balanced ration during 
the winter, but in summer (from May 
to November) the cattle are never 
stabled and consequently are given no 
grain. Forced feeding has never been 
emphasized (with the result’ that 
three-teated cows are very scarce), 
but some excellent official year-rec- 
ords are made. The seven-day test 
is not used. In 1897 the present sys- 
tem of official testing was inaugurat- 
ed and it is conducted upon the same 
principle as our semi-official test. 
Once every two weeks a certified milk 
controller weighs and takes a sample 
of the milk of each cow for two con- 
secutive milkings. This sample is 
taken to the local co-operative cream- 
ery or butter factory where it is test- 
ed for butter fat—the milk is all paid 
for according to the percentage of 
butter fat. In addition the farmer gets 
back gratis 70 per cent. of whey and 
12 per cent. of butter milk, both of 
which are used to good advantage in 
raising calves. 

These official records are all filed in 
the secretary’s office, where, at a 
glance may be seen the production of 
any cow since first coming to milk. 
No test is conducted for longer than 
330 days, for they maintain that no 
cow should remain in milk for a long- 
er period. The highest record cow is 
Schoon Rier II, owned by R.J. Palsma, 
Lieve Frouwen Parochie. At five years 
of age she produced 8544 kg. milk 
(18 796 ib.) 362 kg. butter fat (913.96 
lb. butter.) Average per cent. fat 
5.89, in 328 days. At first glance this 
is a very ordinary record, but when 
we consider that she was only milked 
twice a day, only given ordinary cae 
in winter and did not consume an 
ounce of grain in summer, it takes on 
a different aspect. What record would 
such a cow as that make if handled by 
some of our experienced testers. _

This scoring system has been in use 
tor over eight years and certainly has 
proven very successful. A male is 
scored at one year of age, while a 
female is considered sufficiently de. 
veloped at the age of two years and 
eight months to undergo this exam- 
ination. 

One cow was awarded 93 points, the 
highest mark ever given. This 
method has exerted a wonderful in- 
fluence on individuality, and has min- 
imized the number of culls that other- 
wise would have existed. 

If an animal is passed, a registra- 
tion number is of course given, which 
is cut on the inside of each horn. On 
the back of the horn the figure of a 
lion is impressed and this symbol 
must always accompany the number 
to make it official. 

One thing further I wish to mention, 
and that is “color.” In looking over 
several large herds I was impressed 
by the absence of light colored ani- 
mals. A great majority were more 
black than white. Upon asking the 
reason for this I was told that one of 
the best markets for their cattle was 
South Africa, where a white animal 
was not wanted because they could 
not stand the intense heat as could 
the black. 

Holland has been torn from one end 
to the other by the ravages of the 
dreaded Hoof and Mouth Disease. 
This is now quite under control, but 
many evidences of its ruin are still 
frequent. However, the time is not 
far distant when importation can

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Methods of Improving Dairy Herds 


By Prof. 


Introduction. 


HIS PAPER has been prepared to 

assist dairymen in Washington 
along lines best suited to improve the 
status of the grade and pure bred 
cattle in the state. With the many 
systems of improvement that have 
been suggested, it seems that perma- 
nent improvement can only be gained 
by taking into consideration all the 
principal factors ‘concerned. Such 
methods of improvement with dairy 
stock can be classified in three gener- 
al ways: First, better methods of 
breeding than now employed; second, 
better and more individual selection 
of dairy cows; third, the rational 
feeding of dairy stock so as to bring 
out the best production of which the 
herd is capable. 

Since the averaze annual produc- 
tion of dairy cows in this state is 
about 150 pounds of butter fat, it is 
easily seen that much of the stock is 
kept at little profit. When the prope- 
methods of stock improvement are 
undertaken an increase in production 
of 50 per cent is easily obtainable. 
Any further work in this direction is 
sure to result advantageously.

Herd Improvement Gained by Better 
Breeding. 

The improvement of dairy herds by 
means of breeding is one of the first 
and in some cases the simplest means 
that can be employed. Every breeder 
owes it to himself and to his future 
herd to give-his calves the best sire 
that he can obtain. Any systematic 
work along this line will result in 
much improvement in our dairy stock, 
with also consequent increased value 
of the herd to the owner. 

Good dairy stock is expensive, and 
not only that, but difficult to obtain 
at any reasonable price. Recent sales 
of grade and pure bred stock will con- 
vince one that such is the case. A 
prominent Holstein breeder of the 
Yakima Valley made the statement 
that he never lost on any of his dairy 
stock. The cows in his dairy falling 
short as producers were bred to the 
best bulls, and the resulting progeny 
neve~ failed to show the effects of 
such breeding. 

Breeding out the mediocre matter 
in our dairy stock should be the aim 
of every farmer interested in dairy- 
ing. 

Good bulls are more than half the 
herd. Every calf in the herd will 
contain one-half the blood of the herd 
bull. Should the bull be prepotent 
over the cows the progeny will take 
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more than one-half of his character. 
When such an animal is of poor con- 
formation or breeding the results are 
often disastrous, resulting in calves 
of poorer conformation and produc- 
tive capacity than their dams. Breed- 
ers of grade stock can obtain a good 
representative sire of any of the dairy 
breeds at a reasonable cost commen- 
surate with the value of the animal. 
When such an animal is crossed on 
mediocre grade stock the results are 
very often of an outstanding charac- 
ter. For the breeder of pure bred 
stock the selection of a bull becomes 
a more intricate matter. To obtain a

bull whose daughters will be better 
than their dams in a herd whose an- 
nual production is 10,000 pounds of 
milk and 300 pounds of fat requires 
considerable skill. It is easier in 
such a case to go backwards rather 
than forwards with milk production, 
and the higher the production the 
greater the role to be played by the 
sire. 

In buying a bull to head a grade 
or pure bred herd it must be remem- 
bered that the immediate female an- 
cestors of the bull influence the fu- 
ture calves. The intense milking hab- 
it seems to be carried from the dam 
to the granddaughters through the 
sons rather than through the daugh- 
ters. With this in mind the choice 
of a sire very often depends on the 
milk and butter fat production of the 
female ancestry of the bull. 

Improvement of stock by means of 
breeding has given rise to the various 
forms of line breeding, inbreeding, 
crossing families within breeds, and 
their several variations. These are 
generally practised to iritensify the 
blood of some prepotent individual, 
either male or female. Many famous 
families within the breeds have been 
developed by these means. 

Inbreeding refers to the mating of 
closely related stock, very often prac-

tised in the case of first cousins, 
sometimes half brothers to half sis- 
ters, and in some cases sires to daugh- 
ters. The more intense forms of in- 
breeding should only be practised in 
hands of skillful breeders, or those 
capable of detecting faults in each 
individual capable of being transmit- 
ted often in an intensified degree to 
the progeny of that cross. This form 
of breeding has been carried on in 
some breeds probably to excess. Cases 
are on record where inbreeding was 
such that the stock so handled lost 
powers of reproduction and became 
extinct. It has also been recognized 
by some that inbreeding has often 
been the cause of lack of constitu- 
tional vigor and over refinement in 
much of our dairy stock. This same 
practise on the other hand has re- 
sulted in some of our best producing 
animals. Example of inbreeding can 
be cited in the case of Rag Apple 
Korndyke 8th, 72416, Holstein-Frie- 
sian Herd Book: 
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The breeding of the sire Two. Hun- 
dred Percent No. 33592, Herd Book 
of the American Jersey Cattle Club, 
shows inbreeding carried to further 
extent, and probably very much to the 
detriment of the animals concerned: 
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Line breeding is often employed to 
concentrate the blood of some pre- 
potent animal, and is so carried on 
that the injurious effects of intense 
inbreeding will not apply, and differs 
from the latter only in the degree to 
which it is carried out. It very often 
happens that line bred stock has giv- 
en us some of our best producing 
stock. In order to bring in some out- 
sire blood it often has been found 
advisable to cross line bred animals 
of one family on similar stock of an- 
other family. This is a practice often 
recommended, and when such crosses 
nick, the results are invariably good. 
A good example of an animal line 
bred in two families is seen in the 
case of Friend Hengerveld De Kol 
Butter Boy 6th No. 78971; 
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Much improvement in our herds can 
be brought about by the use of the 
best sires of the breed in which we 
are most interested. Any further im- 
provement must come by being able 
to distinguish the good cows as soon 
as we have them, and use these as the 
basis for our future herd.

Enough of them had the 
courage of their convictions to enable 
Mr. Arfmann to get his money back 
on almost the first half dozen bulls 
dropped on Fairmont Farm. And this 
was not all, for many of the-leading 
breeders sent their best cows to King 
in order to raise a herd bull for them- 
selves. Pres. Hartshorn recently sold 
to R. E. Chapin & Son a half interest 
in a calf from one of these services 
for $5,000.00, so it looks as though the 
men who had faith in King were am- 
ply repaid. 

When King Segis Pontiac Alcart’a 
was struck off to Mr. Arfmann for 
$10,000.00, a record price was estab- 
lished, and although this year has re- 
corded a $15,000.00 bull, until May 14, 
King still retained his title as the 
highest priced calf of the breed. But

This totals Seven Blues and Six 
Purples for Aaggie won in five years 
and seven fairs against Six Blues and 
Twelve Purples won in four years and 
six fairs. And with true Minnesota 
magnanimity Aaggie is granted two 
more Purples, assuming that when 
he received Grand Championship in 


New York in 1908 and 1909 he must. 


have received Senior Championship 
also. This gives him a total of Seven 
Blues and Eight Purples—fifteen. Sir 
Beets with Six Blues and Twelve Pur- 
ples—eighteen. Won in less years, 
fewer fairs, and three Purples to the 
good. Little County Fairs have not 
been considered. 

At one time in Minnesota there was 
a ruling to the effect that no animal 
shown at a State Fair would be al- 
lowed to compete at a County Fair. 
Whether this was in force at all Coun- 
ty Fairs or is still in force, I do not 
know.

Fair. Neither have I touched on the 
“Greatest Sire of Prize Winners of 
the Breed”’—a statement after which 
we are also putting? 


Editor’s Note—The Doctor was evi- 
dently laboring under a misunder- 
standing when he wrote the forego- 
ing. We are perfectly frank to ad- 
mit that there are bulls of the Hol- 
stein breed that have won in the 
show ring more extensively than Aag- 
gie Cornucopia Johanna Lad Jr. In 
fact, the Doctor shows quite graphi- 
cally wherein Sir Beets Cornucopia 
Netherland, a full brother in blood, 
has exceeded him in this respect. But 
here is the point where the Doctor 
went astray—the real value of a sire 
is determined by his offspring—this 
is or should be his most important 
mission on earth. The title of “great- 
est prize winner and sire of prize win- 
ners” therefore was meant to apply 
collectively to the show ring achieve- 
ments of the bull and his offspring. 
Viewed in this light, we believe the 
facts will bear out our claim of this 
title for Aaggie Cornucopia Johanna 
Lad Jr. 

In regard to the Doctor’s claims, 
we can concede the force of a part, 
but we are not, however, quite pre- 
pared to swallow the whole dose. We 
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somehow get the idea that the Doctor 
is trying to convey the impression 
that the owners of saggie Cornucopia 
Johanna Lad Jr. are afraid to place 
him in competition with his distin- 
guished brother. But is this quite 
fair? 

In order to appear to best advantage 
in the show ring, an animal must be 
fitted for it—must be put in the pink 
of condition. Now it is conceded that 
a sire for breeding purposes should 
not be kept too fat. In fact, to keep 
a sire in show condition is to invite 
disaster along breeding lines—partic- 
ularly in the case of an aged bull, as 
it is very likely to affect his sureness. 

In view of these facts we are won- 
dering if it is quite fair to assume 
that the owners of Aaggie Cornucopia 
Johanna Lad Jr. refrain from fitting 
him for the show ring because they 
are afraid he will be beaten, for isn’t 
it a fact that an added year to his 
term of service would be worth far 
more than any possible honor to be 
gained from entering the show ring 
at this time, considering that his repu- 
tation as a show bull is already se- 
cure, and considering also that his 
offspring are now abundantly able to 
represent the family? 

That last sentence of the Doctor’s 
is quite interesting--“Neither have I 
touched on the ‘greatest sire of Prize 
Winners of the Breed’—a statement 
after which we are also putting (?)” 

Why leave this subject untouched? 
If the doctor questions the statement, 
why does he not come out and give 
the reason, instead of simply marking 
it (?). 

From the report of the Minnesota 
State Fair Awards last Fall we were 
rather of the opinion that perhaps 
the get of Aaggie were able to hold 
their own in Minnesota competition, 
the stronghold of Sir Beets, as well as 
in New York and everywhere else 
they have been exhibited. 

The columns of the World are 
open to a free discussion of the sub- 
ject, and we would welcome state- 
ments from the respective owners of 
the two bulls, or any one else with 
the necessary data at hand to make 
a complete comparison of the merits 
of Sir Beets and Aaggie as sires of 
prize winners. Let us leave all jeal- 
ousy and insinuations out of the ques- 
tion, and get down to “real facts,” 
without the “minus.”

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Editorials 


In a recent 
Breed Comparison fromnumber of 
a Jersey Standpoint The Jersey 

Bulletin was 
an article on the leading cows of the 
five dairy breeds. We note one para- 
graph which strikes us as rather mis- 
leading. Following is the paragraph: 


“The Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion makes a specialty of short 
time tests. The yearly tests are 
semi-official. The other Breed 
Associations conduct official year- 
ly tests.” 

The term “official” seems to be 


used in a comparative degree. Among 
Holstein men it refers only to records 
in which a representative of a State 
College is present at each and every 
milking. The semi-official records are 
officially supervised only two days in 
each month. We have not the exact 
data at hand, but we understand that 
the official yearly records of the other 
Breed Associations are conducted on 
practically the same basis. 

If the Jersey yearly records are “of- 
ficial,” we are wondering what classi- 
fication in the Holstein sense, should 
be givef,to the “joke” churn record 
of 46 lb. 12% oz. claimed for a Jersey 
cow in the-dim dark ages of the past. 

In the’-same article a list of the 
twelve highest yearly record cows 
was given, and the author of the ar- 
ticle took great satisfaction-in point- 
ing out that this dozen was composed 
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of five Jerseys, five Holsteins and two 
Guernseys. 

The list, however, was not quite up- 
to-date. Three Holsteins have recent- 
ly entered this select circle, they be- 
ing Lothian Maggie De Kol, Maple- 
crest Pontiac Flora Hartog and Crown 
Pontiac Josey, while the Guernsey, 
May Rilma, has taken first place. Thus 
the leading twelve as now constituted 
would comprise eight Holsteins, three 
Jerseys and one Guernsey. 

The following figures were given for 
the average of the best five cows of 
each of the five dairy breeds, the but- 
ter being figured on the 85% fat basis.

The new additions to the Holstein 
list would bring the present average 
for the five best cows of this breed to 
26,743 Ib. of milk, 1191 lb. butter. 

The Jersey Bulletin is really not to 
blame for the fact that the Holstein 
records as given in this article were 
not quite up to date, for to keep pace 
with Holstein advancement is a task 
recuiring constant study and undivid- 
ed attention. The records as _ pub- 
lished, however, seem to place the 
Holstein cow right where she belongs 
—at the top of the heap.

On the farm, more than 
Work for the anywhere else, is oppor- 
Camera tunity for the practical 

exercise of talent in 
any number of useful pursuits. Not 
the least important and interesting 
of these is picture-taking—an art that 
applies especially well on the farm 
where pure-bred Holsteins are reared 
and offered for sale. 

To the boy or girl seeking useful 
employment in the country, the cam- 
era offers fascinating possibilities. 
Photography, in a very real sense, is 
the art preservative. By its magic 
touch the best that rural life presents 
in its appeal to the eye, may be per- 
petuated and held inviolate. 

Under its mystical spell the frost 
continues to hold the ice-locked wa- 
terfall in its frozen embrace, the fair- 
est visions of the springtime are made 
permanent, the golden glow of sum- 
mer becomes perennial and the fading 
glories of autumn present an unchang- 
ing picture of elusive charm; the 
beasts of the field and the birds of the 
air are caught with a skill betokening 
the cunning of true hunter-craft and 
thus in pictures may be gathered the 
limitless treasures of the great out- 
of-doors. 

Live-stock photography, as applied 
to cattle, is a comparatively simple 





process, but the professional Photog. 
rapher is almost invariably a failure 
as a cattle artist—mainly, perhaps, 
because he has no idea of what con- 
stitutes a typical dairy animal. The 
artist who so places his camera ag to 
exaggerate the size of the animal's 
head, is violating one of the cardinal 
principles of live-stock photography, 
which should seek to show to best ad- 
vantage the wedge-shape distinguish. 
ing the ideal dairy type. The farmer 
lad or farmer girl who has acquired a 
knowledge of picture-taking can usual- 
ly get very satisfactory photographs 
of cattle, but so few have devoted 
special attention to this particular line 
that good cattle pictures are scarce, 
and capable cattle artists are in con- 
siderable demand in every Holstein 
community. Therefore, for the boy or 
girl who has learned to take creditable 
pictures of dairy animals there is usu- 
ally a good opportunity for remunera- 
tive work of this kind in almost every 
neighborhood. 

Among the neglected phases of ru- 


ral photography that offer interesting 


possibilities may be mentioned: 

1. Group photographs of cattle. Most 
pictures show only a single animal. 
Photographs of several cows of sim- 
ilar type, like the picture of Mr. Moy- 
er’s Prilly family that appeared in a 
recent issue of the World, are al- 
ways interesting and are far more 
effective from an advertising stand- 
point than separate pictures of the 
same individuals. 

2. Pasture scenes, representing 
large numbers of cattle in the open 
field. Such pictures afford opportuni- 
ty for the selection of picturesque 
backgrounds, and offer unlimited scope 
for the exercise of the artistic sense. 

3. Pictures of farm _ buildings—al- 
ways an unfailing index to the meth- 
ods prevailing on the farm. If the 
premises are too much encumbered 
with unsightly rubbish to take a good 
picture, the sooner a bonfire can be 
arranged for, the better. Let the 
grace of good housekeeping be in 
evidence out of doors as in the house. 
If lawn and barn yard will not stand 
the camera-test, by all means inaugu- 
rate more orderly methods of farming. 

4. Pictures of farm exhibits—the 
tallest stalks of corn, and the largest 
ears, the beets, turnips, pumpkins and 
potatoes that have attained finest de- 
velopment; experiment plots in which 
different kinds of fertilizers are be- 
ing tested, etc. 

All such pictures should be accom- 


panied by notations concerning the 


conditions attending the growth of 
the products represented, and when 
filed in proper form, will afford valu- 
able material for future reference.

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THE 1914 SALE 


In The 1914 Sale, held at Syra- 
cuse, N. Y., May 13th and 14th, 1914, 
animals sold for something over $73,- 
000.00, an average of $377.00 per head. 
More than a dozen animals crossed 
the thousand-dollar mark, in fact, 
a larger number of high priced ani- 
mals were sold than in any sale that 
has preceded, but it was a noticeable 
fact that while the best cattle sold 
for higher prices than ever before, 
animals of average quality and breed- 
ing went under the hammer at unex- 
pectedly low prices. These results were 

probably due to the fact that the lo- 

cal market had been well supplied in 
the sales that had immediately pre- 
ceded, while buyers from a distance 
were evidently in search of the best 
cattle that could be bought. 


A feature of the first day was the 
consummation of a private trade be- 
tween John Arfmann and the Lawson 
Holding Co., Inc., of LaGrangeville, 
N. Y., whereby the latter firm ac- 
quired a one-half interest in King 
Segis Pontiac Alcartra upon payment 
of $25,000.00, the check for which 
amount was written by Mr. Lawson 
and handed over to Mr. Arfmann at 
the sale. The Lawsons have been en- 
gaged in the breeding of Holsteins 
for only a little more than a year, but 
have already laid the foundation for 
a great establishment and are now 
preparing for the maintaining of a 
Holstein herd on the most extensive 
scale. The purchase of a half interest 


‘in King Segis Pontiac Alcartra is 


only the first step toward the work- 
ing out of their plans, which will in- 


* volve heavier investments in Hol- 
steins in the near future than per- 


haps have yet been made by any one 


‘firm. 


The Arfmann consignment in the 
1914 Sale consisted of 21 animals, 
which sold for a total of $25,415.00.

old daughter of King Colantha Clo- 
thilde, from the 28-lb cow, De Kol 
Bessie Pauline Paul. This heifer was 
bred April 4 to King Segis Pontiac 
Alcartra. 

The consignment of F. W. Scott, 
Granville, N. Y., was of attractive 
quality. Mr. Scott’s best cow, a 31-lb. 
daughter of Pontiac Jewel Butter Boy, 
was bought by the Lawson Holding 
Co., Inc., for $1,400. 

H. G. Beyer, Jr., Portland, Me., put 
in a large consignment of good aver- 
age quality, the 23 head in his ,con- 
signment footing up $6,430.00.

$555.00 in the sale. In J. H. Hamer’s 
consignment were a number of bred 
yearlings, the best of which sold for 
$210 each. Bernhard Meyer, Finderne, 
N. J., put in some remarkably fine 
animals, two of which were bought by 
the Lawson Holding Company at $2,- 
050.00 and $1,025.00, the former being 
the 33-lb. cow, Vanity Pauline Johan- 
na, and the latter, the 30-lb. senior 
3-yr-old, Finderne Pontiac Twisk, one 
of the best daughters of Gorden Glen 
Pontiac. 

The consignment of Geo. Winter & 
Son, Chateaugay, N. Y., consisted of 
only two cows, but it is doubtful if 
two better cows were ever consigned 
to a public sale. These were tbh 29-lb.

4-yr-old, Plattekill Pietertje Cor- 
nucopia. Both were magnificent speci- 
mens of the breed, large in size, typi- 
cal in build and of show quality. The 
former was purchased by John Arf- 
mann for $1,325.00 and the latter by 
the Lawson Holding Co., Inc., for $1,- 
050.00. 

The consignments of J..W. Prentiss 
& Son and R. T. Eastman were up to 
their usual standard. The best cow in 
the consignment of Prentiss & Son, 
Lyndon Alcartra Polkadot, was bought 
by John Arfmann for $3,000.00. This 
remarkable cow has a record of 32.67 
Ib. butter in 7 days. She was sired 
by Mooie Fayne DeKol and her dai is 
the noted foundation 29-lb. cow, -Al- 
cartra Polkadot. The 19 animals in 
the Prentiss consignment brought a 
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total of $9,380.00, not figuring the 17- 
months-old son of King Segis Pontiac 
Alcartra and. the. 27-lb. cow, Aaggie 
Grace Beryl Wayne 3d, consigned 
jointly by Prentiss and Eastman, that 
was bought by U. G. Ellis, Fort Ed- 
ward, N. Y., for. $1,025.00. One of 
the remarkable animals in the Pren- 
tiss consignment was the bull, Kear- 
sarge Pontiac Butter Boy, purchased 
by Hastings & Prescott, of Lacona, 
to place at the head of their newly es- 
tablished herd. This young bull is a 
son of De Kol Creamelle Butter Boy 
and the 32.7-lb. cow, Wachusett Cat- 
rina, and concerning him a number of 
statements can be made that apply to 
no other bull of the breed. 

One of the finest consignments in 
the sale, one whose animals attracted 
as favorable notice as any that were 
led into the ring, was the consignment 
of A. L. Lamunion, New Woodstock, 
N. Y. The two dozen animals from 
Mr. Lamunion’s herd were all in the 
pink of condition and in finish and 
appearance indicated the careful at- 
tention and skillful fitting of the born 
lover of Holsteins that Mr. Lamunion 
has proved himself to be. For one 
of the cows in Mr. Lamunion’s con- 
signment the Lawson Holding Co. 
paid $510.00, and for another $400.00.
